THE MOON AN11 THE WEATHEU. 


The notion thai tho moon exorls nn influ- 


oiiep on the weather, is so deoply rooted 
thnt notwithstanding all tbe nltneks wliich 
hnvo lieeu mndo ngninst it since meteorology 
has been seriously studied, if continues to 
retnin its bold upon us. And yet there 
nevor wns n popular superstition uioro ut- 
terly without n basis thnu this one. If the 
moon renlly did possess rtny power over Iho 
wenther, thnt power could only ho exorcised 
in one of tureo ways—the reflection of the 
sun's rays, hy attraction, or by omnnation. 
No other form of nctiou is coiicoivnble. 
Now, ns tho brightest ll^bt of n full moon is 
never equal in intensify or quantity to thnt 
which is redacted 
towards us hy a white 


cloud on n summer dny, it cnn scarcely bo 
pretor.dc-d that tho nBnihf-r is affected by 
such n cnuso. Thnt tho mnn does exert 
attraction ou us is manifest—wo see its 
workings in tho tides ; but though it cnn 
inovo water it is most unlikely that it cnn 
do tho snmo to air, for tho specific, grnv- 
ily of the ntmosphoro is so small thnt there 
is nothing to bo ntlrncted. LnPlnco calcu- 
lated, indeed, Hint tho joint attraction of 
the nun and moon together could not stir 
the atmosphere nt n quicker ralo limn livo 
miles n day. 
As for lunar emanations, not 


n sign of Ihom hnp over been discovered. 
The idea of an inlliience produced by tho 
phases of tho moon, in therefore based or. 
no iTcognixablo cause whatever. Further- 
more, it is now distinctly shown that no 
variation!) nt all ronlly occur in weather at 
the moment of the change of tho quarter, 
nny more than nt other ordinary limes. 
Hinco Iho cslablishmont of meteorological 
stntions nil over Iho earth, it has be™ 
proved 
liy millions of observations thnt 


there is no siiuiiltnni'ousnesn whatever bo- 
twocn tho supposed cause nml the supposed 
effect.
